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Council To Approve All Bands; 


OK’d Amid Heated Arguments 


Bands for all organiza- 
tion - sponsored activities 
on campus will have to be 
approved by Student Coun- 
cil, it was ruled Tuesday. 

Ben Fox, assemblies commis- 
sioner, introduced the motion. It 
was passed by council 8-4 amid 
a heated argument between Vice- 
President Dan Wooldridge and 
Inter- Club Council President 
Dave Hughes. 

Hughes declared that “council 
is infallible. These clubs scan the 
bands carefully. They spend con- 
siderable time and thought with 
their plans. 

“Student Council doesn’t have 
the right to tell clubs what to do 
with their money,” he continued. 
“Once Student Council issues 
them the money, it is no longer 
council money. It is club money.” 

COUNCIL BLAMED 

Wooldridge retorted that ‘‘the 
money comes from the ASB bud- 
get. We are responsible to the 
students anytime there is any 
criticism of any _ activity — 
whether they don’t like the band, 
or what ever it is — it is student 
council that is blamed, not the 
club that is sponsoring it.’’ 

Petrina Noor, Associated Wo- 
men Students president, agreed 
with Hughes. “Student Council

Dons Cry ‘Long 


Long live El Diario! This was the ery of SAC students last 
week as they came to the defense of El Diario, a daily information 


licity commissioner, asked if 
council would have the right to 
reject a band. 

Dan Weaver, ASB president, 
responded, “Yes, but to my 
knowledge no band has ever been 
rejected.” 

Miss Noor argued that council 
“doesn’t have the knowledge or 
background to pick the bands.” 

Frank Miller, special activities 
commissioner, commented that 
“clubs will have an opportunity 
to explain the background and 
purpose of the bands at council 
meetings.” 


“I find the average college 
student is not interested in re- 
ligion,”’ he said, notifig the emp- 
ty seats. “But this is not limited 
to Santa Ana. Across the world 
there is a great antagonism to- 
ward religion. 

“When I was in college, I did 
not believe in God; Jesus was a 
myth. I grew up in a church for 
social reasons, but I had no ex- 
perience with the scriptures. I 
believe this is typical of college 
students the world over. But as I 
read the scriptures and the evi- 
dence of history, I concluded that 
Christ was unlike any other 
man,” Dr. Bright said. 

“Morally and __ spiritually, 
America is bankrupt. There is 
something wrong with the moral 
fiber of the nation. Communism 
is taking the world. I am not an 
alarmist but you are growing up 
in a world that will be controlled 
by the Communists unless people 
discover God,” Dr. Bright added. 

“If the church could be awak- 
ened from its slumber, the Com- 
munists wouldn’t have a chance. 
You are a new breed. America is 
worth saving. Nothing is more 
important than to arouse Chris- 
tians from their lethargy and 
Christ is at the heart of the mat- 
ter. He is the man to whom we 
owe everything. I encourage you 
to invite Him to take a place in 
your life,” Dr. Bright concluded. 


Labeled “‘ a poor means of communication” by drama in- 
structor and Faculty Association President Robert Blaustone, El 
Diario’s obituary may have been written prematurely. 

In an El Don poll conducted to find out how many students 
read El Diario, the bulletin was reported as popular reading ma- 
terial for 45 of 50 students questioned. 

“Meager response to play tryouts, assemblies and special 
events in Phillips Hall,” was the basic factor in Blaustone’s state- 
ment that El Diario is not a good vehicle of communication be- 
tween the student and the faculty.

Club Apathy Booth

for this yearly frolic festival, the majority 
of clubs would probably sit back and

Apathy may sound like a harsh and 
rather trite noun, but it certainly appears 
to be the password.;If it isn’t, club spokes- 
men are conducting the best whispering 
campaign this newspaper has ever witnes- 


sed. 


Club leaders should want to widely 
publicize activities, but most never get be- 
yond an Inter-Club Council meeting. And 
the blame squarely rests not with ICC, but 


with individual clubs. 


Proof of this apathy or whispering 
campaign or what ever one perfers to call 
it has never been more evident than in the 
last fourteen days. Two weeks ago today, 
El Don heralded that it was planning a 
club edition March 13 and stressed in the 
headline “Submit Club News Early!”

From a 
total of 30 campus clubs, only six com- 


plied with the request.

This leaves 17 clubs on the “inactive 


list.” Even the two political clubs, Young

Democrats and Young Republicans, have 
been silent the past two weeks, despite 
heavy .county activity, a SAC instructor

available to attend all club meetings. But 
our plea for news was in vain. The point 
is this: The active minority can no longer 
be expected to carry the burden for all 


campus organizations. 


Clubs are supposed to encourage ex- 
tra-curricular activity, but this will never - 
happen as long as club members stay in 
their own inner circle, not publicizing 
their events through the news media.

Santa Ana easily disposed of 
San Bernardino and Southwest- 
ern last Saturday in a tri-school 
meet held at San Bernardino. 
The Dons finished with 1121 
points compared to Indians’ 56% 
and Apaches’ 8. 

SAC’s cindermen won 14 of 
16 events. Chilly winds and lack 
of competition prevented any out- 
standing times by Don runners. 

Ward’s men swept three 
events. Richard Cayer won the 
mile in 4:33.3 followed by Bill 
Delaney and Gil Rangel. Mike 
Eck won the 880 in 2:00.6 with 
Gary Stratton second and Bill 
Delaney third. Marshall Watwood 
took the 220 in 22.8 with Brian 
Ullom second and Bill Roberts 
third. 

Dick Lindsey and Bill Harris 
each won two events. Lindsey 
won the shot put at 47-8%; and 
the discus with a mark of 127-3. 
Harris broad jumped 21-8% and 
triple jumped 41-9, ;

For example, Santa Ana won 
the second Fullerton game only 
because of Wilhelm’s maneuver- 
ing.
